Coast Guard ends 
refugee operation 


KEY WEST. Fla. (AP) — The 
Operation that picked up mure than 
30,000 Cuban refugees from the 
Florida Straits in less than two 
months has formally ended, but the 
Coast Guard said Friday it will 
maintain a strong presen.ee there. 

The Coast Guard ended Operation 
Able Vigil on Thursday, two weeks 
after the Sept. 9 agreement between 
the United States and Cuba to 
expand legal immigration in 
exchange for the Cuban government 
stopping rafters from leaving. 

"The only thing that's ended is 
the name." Petty Officer Luis Diaz 
^aid. "We arc still continufng to 
patrol the StraiLs of Florida. Wc do 
have aircraft and we do have patrol 
boats. There is still u large pres- 
ence." 

The ending of the operation 
allows the Coast Guard to more 
evenly spread resources among its 
other duties such as catching drug 
smugglers and cnvirdnTheniul pro- 
tection. Diaz said. 


More than 20.300 Cuban . 
refugees, most making the 90-milc 
crossing between Havana .and Key 
West on homemade rafts, wore 
picked up in A’ugust and 11.061 
have been plucked from the Straits 
this month. i 

Cuban rafters, however, arc no 
longer dotting the occa.n in. clumps. 

A group of five were taken from a 
freighter on' Monday off the 
Yucatan to bring the total picked up 
this week to 18,.

KIGALI. Rwanda (AP) — On a 
_du5iy_socccr. field-young. poIicc_ 
recruits yelled ~Boom!" to pretend 
they were^ firing tear gas at an 
unruly mob. Others marched in line, 
holding out their arms to direct 
imaginary traffic. 

• The first 100 recruit-s for a new 
Rwandan' police force have a few 
riot shields and some rusty guns thot 
don’t fire, the only equipment IcA 
behind by police who fled the over- 
throw of the previous govemmenf in 
July. 

•Rebuilding an entire law cnforce- 
, mem organization will depend on 
— donations'of-vchiclcs.-communica-- 
tions equipment and other essen- 
tials. U.N. peacekeepers aren’t 
, allowed to provide Rwanda with 
military or paramilitary .supplies. 

Meanwhile, the recruits will proc- _ 
'.ticc tear gus' drills' by hurling 
Mblotov 'cocktiiils*. They do have 
enough buttles and gasoline for that. 

“We use anything the Rwandans 
can put their hands on. We don’t 
. have the mandate to equip them.’’ 
said Col. Cheick Oumar Diarra, 
head of u U.N. police training team 
from the West African nation of 
Mali. 

Diurra said the. new force will 
cvcnluatly be deployed throughout 
Rwanda, replacing police of the 
Mutu ethnic group. Former police 
fled to neighboring countries with 
former government soldiers and 
militias accused of massacring more 
than 500.000 people, mo.st of them 
Tulsis, between April and July. 

“The police were part of the pre- 
■ vious system and they arc implicat- 
ed in the massacres. A new police 
force i.s fundamental to the nornial- 
ization of Rwanda.’’ Diarra .said. • - 

Since the Tutsi-led Rwanda 
Patriotic Front gained power, its 
, heavily armed soldiers have 
patrolled Rwandan streets in pick-up 
trucks. 

Though they handle basic law-. 
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APrWm. J. Catisiio 
ahd-ordcr duties, their presence has 
given Kigali and other citics^n 
atmosphere of occupation. • 

They don’t investigate crimes and 
can’t control burgeoning commer- 
cial traffic as looted businesses pick 
themselves up and more putched-up 
vehicles arc made roadworthy. 

There’s nowhere to report a 
stolen car, no one is looking alter 
criminal records that survived war 
damage. And “how can you reopen 
banks if you haven’t got a judicial 
system served by police?’’ said 
Oiumi.

■ CASPER, Wyo.(AP) — The only 
thing that occurred to Clayton Peter- 
son Jr. when he was attacked by a 
grizzly bear earlier this week was io 
kill his assailant, he said. 

Peterson. 39, said he had.no’con- 
cem for himself, though he came out 
of the attack with severe facial lacer- 
.atidhs. arid a broken arm. He had 
killed three bears .before this week, 

' “all as close as that one, too." he said. 

“IN'hadnharoption’again-l'd'kill' 
him right there, because he sure tried 
to kill me,", he said from his bed at 
the Wyoming Medical Center. 

Peterson was hunting dk near the 
Pacific Creek area in the. Bridger-, 
Tet'on National Forest on' Tuesday 
with three companions. 

...Me was sidestepping up a hill 
when he saw, the 500-pound grizzly 
approaching him from about'30 
yards up the hill, he said. 

An experienced outdoorsman', Pe- 
terson said he did what'he had been 


told to do: “1 waved my arms and 
tried to scare him off."

“I stuck my gun on his shoulder; 
and pulled the trigger,',' Peterson said; 
adding it slowed the IkW down. 

"He knocked me down, grabbed 
hold of tjiy elbow and shook me 
around," he said. “He threw me 
against a fallen log and pinned me 
there. 1 lay there and he ran off."' 

But the bear returned, grabbed 
PeterseWt by the shoulder* and 
clawed his face before throwing 
him againsl the log once more. 


Peterson sat up and fire'd six shots 
at the bear with his handgun. 

His right eye had been injured. Pc- 
'tersonsaid. 

The bear, which hod a radio collar, 
was found Thursday morning .by 
Wyoming Game, and Fish Deportment 
ofHcers near, the site of tht anack, ofli- 
cjols said; Apparently unable to move, 
officers killed it fronia helicopter. 

Peterson was schrauled to undcr- 
-go-surgcry-pn-lhc.arm.J*riday-and_ 
was expected to undergo plastic 
surgery in about six montlu. 

The attack, he said lasted only 15. 
to 20 seconds, and the pain didn’t 
start until about 45 minutes later, 
when rescuers arrived in helicopters. 

"1 think I’m damn lucky to be 
standing here,” he said. 

The bear’s body Was taken to the 
veterinary laboratory in Laramie for 
examination, officials said, adding it 
is a routine procedure for endan- 
gered species.

The drilling of the well is the first 
step in Phase I ofa S1.5 million city 
water project to upgrade 'an aging 
and inadequate water system. 

Last fall, voters in Kimberly 
agreed to fund nearly SI million of 
the project. But a state -grani that 
would have paid for the rest of the 
project failed to make the first cut in 
the community grant process, disap- 
.pointing city leaders and townsfolk* 
alike. 

■ By starting the project now.-olH-- 
cials arc hoping the Idaho'Dcpart-. 
ment of Commerce - which adminis- 
ters community grants - will see that 
the city is determined to fix its water 
problems, which should put Kimber- 
ly in a better position when It rc-ap- • 
plies for the grant in November. 

“The city bonded for a million dol- 
lars. The Department of Commerce 
sees this as a groat effort on the city's 
part to come up with every penny 
they can," said Susan Riddle, project 
administrator for Region IV Devel- 
opment' Association Inc. "The Dc- 
pariment of Commerce is looking at 
this as a really good, viable project." 

Still, there is no guarantee (hat the 
grant will be approved. Riddle says. 
And whether it is approved or not. 
upgrades to Kimberly’s w.nter sy.s- 
lem cannot be avoided.

"What have we gotten here in 
Idaho in- return for our investment? 
Nothing.' Just another professional 
politician who went to Washington, 
joined the elite club, sold out to 
special interests, followed his lead-.> 
ership's'orders blindly, did nothing,' 
profited handsomely, and fully 
expects us to send him back without 
being accountable." 

But Crapo’s congressional press 
secretary, Susan Wheeler, answered 
Fletcher's accusations about-the 
legislative record point by point. 

• To the claim that Crapo had 
support primarily from “extreme 
right-wing groups" for his congres- 
sional reform initiatives: 

"Mike has certainly been active 
in reform, and he is recognized, as 
such" even by senior members of 
Congress, Wheeler said. “Mike is a 
freshman, there's no doubt about . 
that. But he wields a great deal of 
mtlucncc among people who want 
to see change in Congress." 

• To the charge that Crapo 
promised but has failed to deliver a 
wilderness bill for the 2nd 
Congressional District: 

"He has never promised a 2nd 


District wilderness bill,” Wheeler 
said. “In fact, he has refused to set a 
deadline or a time frame in which''

*rhose of us who have filled oifr lives with 
ivsponsibiliiy and caution, sat nervously in the movie 
wondering what had happened to Forrest's boat while 
he met with his long-lost friend. 

I'he message was clear. 1'he most imponunt thing 
io Forrc.st's life was his personal relationships with 
family and friends. Those relationships were more 
important than his safety, his business his boat or any 
' other nuierial thing which h'e owned. 

In the legal business, it is rare to .find a person who 
is terminally ill and preparing their last \vill and 
tesininent lamenting tliat they did not spend enough 
time at ihoir business or did not spend enough time 
earning.money or gaining material possessions. 
Rather.' their major regret, if they have any. is that 
they did^ot spend enough time with their husbands, 
wives, cnildren or friends.

“He was feeding people and 
preaching, -and I just think if wc are 
truly going to follow the example of 
Jesus Christ, wc ha'.c to have a- 
more holistic ministry.” Graham 
'said. 

“Because Jesus did care about 
people’s bodies, about their physi- 
cal being as well as the spiritual, so 
helping people in the name of Jesus 
Christ is what it’s all about.’’
